1. Bareroot planting time will soon he runnmg
out, Choose among the new varieties of roses now.
Set out birch trees in small groups this month while
they are dormant and you'll be rewarded with fresh,
lacy foliage as soon as the weather warms up, and a
graceful landscape effect in every season, Put
birches where they'll get plenty of water and some
shade.

2. It's time to put in ground covers. Consider
the new junipers for a beautiful show in difficult
spots.

3. Lawns will come to life any week now. A
feeding at this time will get them off to a good start.

4. Dormant pruning should be completed now.

Roses, fuchsias, deciduous fruit trees, grapes, ber-
ries. Cut fuchsias back at least one third to be sure
of plenty of new growth to carry blooms.

5. There is still time to plant a cover for bulb

beds. Annual alyssum is quick and good at drawing
attention from ripening foliage. Pansies and violas
can be set out from flats.
